The present invention is drawn to a driver circuit utilizing a logical enable device, 
a driving transistor, a pull-down booster circuit and a pull-up booster circuit, wherein the 
pull-down booster circuit having a logical NAND device and a pull-down transistor, the 
pull-up booster circuit having a logical NOR device and a pull-up transistor recited in 
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claims 1-38. None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the particular 
structure and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: the combination 
of "the logical enable device", "the driving transistor", "the pull-down booster circuit" and 
"the pull-up booster circuit" recited in claim 1; "a logical NAND device ... wherein said

"wherein second input of said logical NAND device is connected to said gate of said 
driving transistor, such that .... are at the same logic level" in combination with "the 
logical enable device", "the driving transistor", and "the pull-down transistor" as recited 
in claim 14; "a logical NOR device ... wherein said first input is connected to an input 
signal supplied to said logical enable device", and "wherein said second input of said 
logical NOR device is connected to said gate of said driving transistor ... are at the 
same logic level" in combination with "the logical enable device", "the driving transistor, 
and "the pull-up transistor" as recited in claim 19; the combination of "the logical enable 
device", "the driving transistor", the details of "the pull-down booster circuit" and the 
details of "the pull-up booster circuit" as recited in claim 24; the combination of "a logical 
NAND device ... wherein said first input is connected to an input signal supplied to said 
logical enable device", "a transistor" and "wherein said second input of said logical 
NAND device is connected to said output of said logical enable device ... are at the 
same logic level" as recited in claim 29; the combination of "a logic NOR device ...

device", "a transistor" and "wherein said second input of said logical NOR device is
